I hope you do complete the SMK (surface-mount kit), and I'm sure it will be 
an instructive project for you, the designer, and builders. It will be 
intriguing to see so much functionality packed into a small space. (Of 
course it can be done with through-hole parts, too--remember Jeff 
Anderson's DC transceiver in a 9V battery case?) 


However, humans with normal-size hands and average vision will be happy to 
know that through-hole parts will not be going away. Exotic parts like DDS 
chips, which are destined for cell phones and other consumer products, will 
only be available in surface mount. But building-block parts, including 
discretes, op-amps, SSI/MSI logic, etc., will be around for a very long 
time. Prototyping and low- to medium-volume production commercial equipment 
will continue to favor parts with leads and will keep these parts 
cost-effective for the manufacturers. 


One way to look at an electronic component is as a unit of creativity. This 
is also true of basic hardware like nuts, screws, and washers: if you 
reduce the size of an object below that which can be easily handled by an 
experimenter, it ceases to be useful for experiments. The market for 
hardware you can hold in your hand has not disappeared, despite the fact 
that many products are made using injection molding, automated welding, CNC 
milling, etc. 


It's true that programmable logic devices and DSP have created a new kind 
of design which is amenable to iteration in software. But a good portion of 
the world's designers do their design work interatively, using prototyping 
boards, cut and try, etc., and they will continue to demand through-hole 
parts.

I'm sorta with Ron on this. If the antenna is balanced, why 
do you need a balun? There may be a few reasons, as L.B. 
pointed out, but the balun is hardly mandatory in all cases, 
IMHO. 


I've heard two reasons: (1) rf in the shack, and (2) messing 
up your radiation. 


Imbalance in the antenna due to nearby structures and so 
forth cause unbalanced currents in the feeder. So does 
having the feeder come off nearer to one side of the antenna 
then the other. In other words, not at right angles. 


Unbalance in the feeder makes it radiate. If the feeder 
comes into the house in the vicinity of the TV, it can cause 
TVI by simple overload, clean signal or not. 


And the feedline radiation also means your radiation pattern 
isn't as pretty as it was on EZNEC. That may be meaningful 
for high performance beams and so forth, but I usually don't 
have a favored direction (or polarization) with my dipoles 
anyway. If the power is being radiated (other than into my 
TV or computer), I'm happy. 


So yeah, there are often good reasons for using a balun, but 
there are plenty of cases where you don't need one either.

That is the Hy-Gain 18V vertical. I used one when the 

band was first opened and it worked quite well. I don't 
recall exactly how I arrived at the right turn, but you should 
have on your spec sheet, the settings for the different bands 
80-10. Choose a coil turn approximately halfway between the 
20 and 40 meter setting. You should be able to use a noise 
bridge or if you have the MFJ type analyzer adjust the tap 

to the correct point on the coil. It may be out of line from 
where the other taps are - I seem to recall it was. But with 
the 22023 £t radials, it did work quite well. If you have a 
tuner, you could bypass the coil and feed the vertical directly 
and let the tuner handle the mismatch. I still use the 
remnants of the 18v, without the coil, but with a couple of 
radials as the noise antenna for the MFJ noise canceller.

Let's sum up some facts about the gas line being a no no for grounds. 


Originally, gas lines to homes and businesses were put in with iron pipe. 
Repeated replacements were necessary with the corrosion found in some soils. 
Induced currents, such as from attempts to ground high power RF transmission 
systems, might further set up detrimental current, hastening corrosion of 
pipe. 


One way of protecting buried metal lines, either natural gas, or petroleum 
lines, is various cathodic protection schemes, to prevent dissimilar metal 
currents being developed, and hastening corrosion failure of the pipe. One of 
the ways is to place a protective current on the line, to reverse the plating 
effect, if you will. Another, more common in marine and water exposure, is to 
have a more active sacrifical electrode metal attached to the iron or steel. 
Starting with gas line replacements in the 50's that I witnessed near home, 
utilities put in lines with iron pipe wrapped in protective paper or corrosion 
resistant coverings. (It was very labor intensive to tar coat and wrap the 
welded pipe sections before lowering them into the street trench.) 


Even those pipes eventually corroded, and were replaced. Now the 80's came 
along with the increased use of plastic pipes by utilities, and the orange 
plastic pipe was favored for natural gas. Note the above ground connections 
to hang your meter are still done with metal pipe, but the underground is 
plastic, and like PVC water pipe, are not of use for RF grounding. 


Corrosion was prevelant in hot water heaters connections, until the newer 
metal tanks of the 90's started either coming with a insulated pipe coupling, 
or couplings could be purchased to break up the metal to metal contact of 
older metal tanks, especially if used with flexible copper water lines to the 
wall. 

(I£ you did not use the insulated coupling, in about 5 years, you might have a 
pin hole leak in your copper tubing.) 


The point here, is any piping system connected to earth is probably not a 
suitable candidate any longer for any RF grounding purpose, and may induce 
damage in metal pipe systems! There probably is not any risk of explosion, 
fire, etc. unless the pipe is breached, and gas mixes with air. Remember, a 
flame in the gas rich vapor inside the pipe will not ignite until oxygen is 
present in sufficient percentage, TV stunts notwithstanding. (Trust me, I am 
also a fireman. ) 


As to high voltages with QRP, (5 watts), let us go back to Ohms Law and do a 
sanity check: 


The far end of a half wave center fed dipole might be as much as 3000 ohms, 
give or take a k for end effects. That works out to roughly 120 volts, 
actually a little more, but not too high. Now that would be worse case, 
SURELY no ground is going to be that poor for RF. Let's say it was 1000 ohms, 
still pretty high impedance. The voltage drops to just over 70 volts. But 


really, earth impedance probably would be closer to 100 ohms worst case. NOW 
5 watts QRP would produce only 22 volts, which is pretty low. Utilities and 
the Electric Code usually expect Earth to be 5 to 10 ohms, as a high side 
value. It is doubtful that QRP could spark in those ranges. 


Let's not use gas pipes for RF ground for the right reasons: Gas company says 
no. Iron pipe is a poorer conductor than copper wire, and may not be long 
enough to have good contact (low impedance) to the earth. We also do not want 
to introduce any stray currents into a system that suffers corrosion, and thus 
might cause a leak. (The RF voltages at the ground end of a QRP system should 
be low and safe as long as you are not at the end of a quarter wave line for 
the frequency.) The lack of metal in city water meter to house lines, is also 
a reason to not use the inside metal water pipes for your RF ground. Water 
mains are now concrete or plastic in rework or new construction in this part 
of the country, (Southwest). The best RF ground, is the one you create with 
your own buried copper, or use center fed dipoles that do not need an RF 
ground at all. The ground rod, is for static charge dissipation, and has not 
helped DXCC unless you have exceptional RF dirt at your QTH!

Now the fact that nylon was one of the insulations with a lower loss factor, 
points out a nice field antenna expedient that experienced back pack QRP folks 
probably know. You can, for QRP, and QRO, use dry nylon twine for your 
antenna support and insulators for your thin wires, with just as good a result 
as using other plastic insulators. Around here, such rain as we have comes 
with lightning, thus a wet insulator rope does not find my RF trying to 
radiate! :-) 


Another source of antenna insulators, and hoisting line, is use of the plastic 


knives and spoons of "picnic paks", and fishing line. Using a combination of 
plastic picnic pac utensils with holes drilled in handles for the no. 14 
copper antenna wires in my attic has worked for even 100 watt QRO 
transmissions for 23 years, as well as for QRP. Some QRP'ers report using 
monofilament fishing line for even the insulators on magnet wire gauge, or 
thin hook up wire antennas.

I participated in the great NorCal/TICK keyer experiment at Ft. Tuthill 
last summer. I had no idea that Doug was running us like rats in a maze! 
Now I know what laboratory animals feel like. I pushed the lever and got 
a keyer. Doug got a data point. Having thus been condtioned to 
reward/response behavior I will expect a beer the next time I see Doug! 
That freshman psychology course took! 


It was a blast. I have a working keyer out of the deal and a good 
appreciation for surface mount work. I won't say it was easy, but it 
wasn't hard either. Just a change in the way we build things. Most 


builders should be able to work with it. If somebody starts out with 
this construction technique they would probably would not think it 
difficult. It probably is like the change from point to pont wiring to 
printed circuit boards. 


It helps if you are near sighted and take off your glasses to reduce 
your eye's near focus distance. If you have normal vision or are far 
sighted a binocular magnifier is very useful. Sears has these for not 
too much money. 


Doug and the "masked designer" made a good choice in 10 M as a choice of 
the band to be introduced. There aren't many 10 M rigs avaialable. 10M 
will be good for a year or two after the solar cycle maximum. 
Propagation depends more on the "smoothed sunspot number" than it does 
on the daily value. That is, the porpagation depends more on what the 
average sunspot number has been for the last 90 days than what it is for 
today. The high bands are always better on the downside of the sunspot 
cycle than they are on the up side. 


I hope that the designer includes 29.3 MHz to 29.5 MHz in the design so 
that the rig can be used for satellite use. Two of the proposed rigs, 
one for 10 M (recieve) and one for 15 M (transmit), will make a great 
portable mode K satellite rig. A 10 M rig and a 2 M handie talkie will 
make a beginning mode A station. 


Also, even at the sunspot minimum, 10 M can be a blast during the 
sporadic E season. This occurs ‘from June to August, less often from 
December through February and occasionally all year round. I have heard 
many E openings indicated on the 10 M beacons, then called CQ on 28.060 
until I was blue in the face with no response. This was when I heard 
beacons from major population centers too; Texas, southern California, 
St.Louis, Kansas City, Chicago, Florida, New York City/New Jersey 
(NQ2RP), and Boston. Maybe with a small transsceiver avalable QRPers 
will turn it on and monitor the band during sporadic E season and 
increase the activity level. 


I applaud the use of a DDS. This is the ultimate solution to VFO 
problems. No drift, well defined frequencies, low spurs, wide coverage, 
and straight forward T/R switching. The audio frequency annuciator is 
the perfect solution to precise frequency readouts. 


The use of a microprocessor makes incorporation of a keyer function 
nearly trivial. 


We need to get used to building with surface mount technology. While 
through hole lead parts won't go away, there are a lot of parts that are 
only available in surface mount. The DDS is one such part. Analog 
Devices makes several parts only in surface mount; a high dynamic range 


mixer, a reciever IC, and a transceiver IC. Maxim and Linear Technology 
make several switched capacitor active filters that are only available 
in surface mount components. Restriction of available parts to through 
hole only limits the parts available to builders. This will get worse. 
There is a tendency among designers to foresake prototyping for computer 
analysis of the design and subsequent building of deliverable hardware. 
This goes against the availability of parts that are amenable to hand 
assembly. 


This is a great idea. Doug and the masked designer are to be encouraged 
in this effort. Can I get a beta copy?? I can't wait until it comes out. 
TI want one!! - Dr. Megacycle (surface mount and digital comaptible)

Did I miss the point of the original question? I thought he was asking about 
using a radiator pipe from his home heating system. I have been thinking 
about doing the same as I have baseboard radiators, and my radio is on the 
second floor. My radiators are all 3/4" copper and go to the boiler in the 
basement where there is a direct copper water supply from the cold water 
system. I don't see any difference between using the radiator pipes and 
running a heavy ground strap to the basement and attaching it to the cold 
water supply.

By design, my boiler has a gas line also going to it. 


Yes that is the correct scenerio I orginally asked about. To add even more to 
the description, I already have a ground jumper around the water meter, that was 
placed there prior to moving in. I could easily connect another jumper around 
the water meter going directly (about 15 feet) to the portion of copper 

pipe that leads to the radiator on the second floor, the total distance from the 


wall where the water pipe comes into the basement to the copper pipe 

feeding the radiator up stairs would be around 30-35 feet, depending on what 
angle I would run the ground wire for the jumper. It would seem this 

would short out the entire boiler and connecting pipes. I would have 

only be using the copper pipe going through the wall from the basement 

to 2nd floor.

Dan, 


When using a resonant dipole antenna that is properly decoupled from the 
feedline any kind of "couterpoise", radial, return wire, or ground attached 
to the rig will not help the performance of that dipole. 


But... 

If the feedline has RF currents external to the shield then a 1/4 wave wire 
may help to keep high RF voltage off of the rig if that were a problem. [In 
this scenario the dipole, feedline, rig, and "counterpoise" become the 
antenna system. 


In the hotel room example, you and the rig will be in the near field of the 
antenna and even with a good balun at the feedpoint stray RF on the rig may 
occur. At QRP levels this "usually" isn't much of a problem and wouldn't 
warrant the extra travel weight of an additional "counterpoise". As far as 
the "counterpoise" helping the radiated performance in such a scenario, one 
must remember that RF radiated from sources other then the main antenna 
isn't necessarily lost radiation. And if this stray radiation is absorbed 
by the nearby environment, the same fate would become of any enhancement 
provided by the 1/4 wave wire laying on the floor.

QSO Points: Member = 5 Points; Non-Member, Different Continent = 4 Points 
Non-Member, Same Continent = 2 Points 


Multiplier: SPC (State/Province/Country) total for all bands. 
The same station may be worked on more than one band for 
QSO points and SPC credit. 


Power Multiplier: © - 250 MW = X 15; 
250 MW - 1 Watt = X 10; 
TW-5W=X 7; 
Over 5 W = X 1.

I just came in on this thread and I haven't read all the replies but one 
very important point seems to be missed here - the National Electric Code 
(NEC). Believe it or not all amateur and short wave listening stations are 
required to be grounded per the NEC. Regarding the use of plumbing for an 
ELECTRICAL ground/bond the NEC says you may use COLD water metal piping only 
if the point of attachment is made within the first five (5) feet of where 
the metal pipe enters the building and the water meter has been jumped out.

I don't remember if it started out as a water heater or as a radiator 
connection but either is a very bad idea. Like I told Ranger Bob in one of 
my messages to the group. I would not want 100 million volts at 100 
thousand amps getting anywhere near my gas or electrical connections. The 
idea of a good ground is to keep as much of the energy OUT of your house, 
not directing it through your house. Trying to get lightning through you 
house in a "controlled manner" is kind of like trying to get a wild elephant 
through your house in a "controlled manner," it isn't going to happen. 
Connecting an RF or any other antenna ground to a hot water pipe or a steam 
pipe that goes directly to the heater is a very bad idea. If lightning hits 
your antenna, or even close to it, that energy will go right through that 
heater system and could at the very least destroy your heater and at worse 
blow your house up. Like I have said before I live on a hill and live 
(literally) for lightning protection.

Gang, 


I will be replacing my 50' ladder fed doublet with a HB version of the 
RadioWorks Super Loop 40. Only difference is that I will be using 300 ohm 
window line for the feed. 


They list the dimensions as being a 56' top leg with a vertical hight of 
16'. That means that the other legs would be about 32' each for an overall 
physical length of 120'. 


Now, on 40M, the 20M 1/4 wave stub is inductive and presumable adds some 
electrical length to the antenna, so it is electrically near the 140' mark. 
The stub will physically contain about 30' of wire (~15' piece of 300 ohm 
Window line). But will it act like 30' of wire, or an inductor adding x pF 
at that point? 


On 20M, the stub creates an open at the middle fo the top leg. This creates 
a quasi bi-square configuration on 20M, except that it is way short I think. 
The two sides are 60'. Shouldn't they be more like 72'? 


Do any of you use this antenna? Does it play well even using the coax feed?

I recently spent ten days in GA and FL. I had only a few evenings available 
to attempt some QRP portable operation. My first two attempts had results 
that were similar to yours; everything tuned-up fine, however, received 
Signals were weak and no one could hear me. 


In the case of the first hotel, despite an outwardly "benign" appearance, 
close inspection revealed that the hotel had an old-fashioned "tin-roof" 
covered with tile! I guess one could call me the "tuna-tin sender" hi! 


The second hotel was a very nice Day's Inn. Similar results; tuned-up fine, 
but no one could hear me. Close inspection revealed this hotel was 
constructed of poured concrete and, despite being on the top floor, the 
ceiling was concrete as well. 


Operating from hotel rooms is a gamble. I suspect you might have been a 
"victim" o£ some hidden construction characteristics that rendered your 
signal ineffective. Internal pipes, wiring, or metalic components to the 
construction can significantly impact the performance of the portable 
antenna. This seems to be a greater problem with newer hotels. 


I've had some good luck and some great fun operating from hotels. However, 
the more modern facilities seem to be decidedly “amateur unfriendly." My 
approach is to have another diversion available. Give it another shot and 


you might find you have better luck. In the meantime, if you're really 
intent on operating, you may want to take a close look at the building as you 
drive through the lot before registering for a room!

Several guys mentioned buying B. G. Micro's 4.5 AH battery in the neat 
little carrying pouch so I bought one. It's a great deal for $7. I thought 
I'd also share a couple other good deals they have....and a bad one. They 
have house marked PN2222's with trimmed formed leads for $.01 each and RCA 
4013 power transistors for $.99 each - both great deals. He has the 4013's 
listed as 2N3553* but they're a hotter transistor than a 3553. He said he 
has them listed as 2N3553* because he doesn't think people would recognize 
them. 


The bad deal is a 20 watt non-inductive power resistor they sell as a QRP 
dummy load. It's a wire wound resistor that (I think) is wound in a manner 
that makes it non-inductive at a specific frequency (2 Mhz?). After finding 
them useless I complained, and he immediately made it right.

Gang, 


I'm looking forward to this weekend. One of my co-workers who is much 
more quite lucid than I will be running his battered & abused TR7 on 75 
or 40 or whatever we find open. He wants to try his antenna. Maybe I'll 
have my antenna moved & will have survived Cindy finding out about it. 
Then he & I will tests whatever's left of my antenna against his antenna. 


His shack is in the basement. He has a ground system that goes from his 
radio, through the cell phone pouch that doesn't have a cell phone in it, 
even though he can see a cell phone tower from his front window, to the 
water pipe that goes next to the place in the basement wall where the 
water comes through when it rains, thus providing him with excellent soil 
conductivity.

Wow!!!!! What a response from the list. Over 50 messages of encouragement, 
1 saying that it will never work and is not needed (too many problems with 
SM parts for the average guy), 1 discouraging me to kit it. Thanks for the 
response. I talked with the designer last night, and he was thrilled. It 
was far beyond our expectations, and it really boosted our morale. That is 
what is so neat about this list. It is wonderful. Instant feedback and 
encouragement, both tools that are desparately needed to make progress. 


I also need to clarify something. NorCal will be kitting 200 to 500 of 
these, probably all on 10 meters. We will do enough to keep the costs 
reasonable, and to recover our R&D costs. NorCal does not want to do 2000 
or whatever of the same kit. That is not our purpose. We want to try new 
things and ideas that would be harder for a commercial company to do. We 
want to push the limits, try new things and ideas. 


Think about this. IF the kit is a failure, say that SM is too hard for the 
average guy to do, then who gets the blame? NorCal and Doug Hendricks. We 
don't and I don't make my living from QRP (actually it costs me money, just 
like the rest of you guys, but I tell my wife it is better to be spending 
money on QRP than "fast women", grin.) So if it fails, it doesn't take us 
down. But if a commercial company would be the first to try this, and it 
was a failure, then it is a different matter. IF it succeeds, then 


commercial companies have a benchmark, something to hang their "hat on" to 
encourage them to give a SM kit a try. They will obviously be watching this 
with great interest, and I am sure that they will learn from our successes, 
and profit from our inevitable mistakes. It is a risk, but one that we are 
more than willing to take. And, the support that I received yesterday goes 
a long, long way towards helping us achieve that goal. Thank you. 


Now what will happen. Yesterday I mentioned rigs on 10, 12, 15, 17 & 20 
meters. If the project is successful, it will be turned over to a 
commercial vendor and become a commercial kit. NorCal won't be involved 
past the initial stage. There will be kits available for everyone that 
wants one, but it will come from the commercial vendor. We don't know who 
that is now. The cost will be more than the NorCal kits, because the vendor 
has to make a profit. Judging from the response so far, the QRP world seems 
to be ready to build with SM parts, or at least give it a serious try. We 
have lots of things to work out, but that is the fun part. We have to 
figure out how to package the kit so that the parts can be identified, and 
do it in a way that doesn't take forever to do each kit. By the way, this 
is not a novelty rig, but a full featured single band transceiver with an 
excellent receiver, adequate power (2+ Watts) and fun to operate. It will 
probably have 100+ parts. 


Please don't send money. We will announce it when it is time. Thanks again 
to everyone for the support, and it is great to have a resource like QRP-L, 
thanks Jim Eschleman for your support and work. 72, Doug, KI6DS

Hello, Bryan. I built the 40-meter Ten Tec rig about 
a year and a half ago and I love it! Mine covers 
7000-7090 but you can build it for any portion of the 
cw segment. It has excellent selectivity and I've 
been able to work almost everything I hear. All of 
this with a really poor dipole (15 feet at one end and 
4 feet at the other!). Be prepared to spend a little 
time with it as it has a lot of components. The rig 


is built in steps and has check points along the way 
which are really helpful. Due to some errors on my 
part, I had to contact the Ten Tec service department 
and they were always very friendly and glad to help 
out. Mine puts out about three watts which has been 
more than enough to work many states with good signal 
reports. They are durable as well and I take mine 
outside and operate portable in the warm months.

Doug, add me to the list of people with positive responses! I think the 
handwriting has been on the wall for several years, that SMT parts are here 
to stay and leaded parts are slowly on the way out, or at least in a long 
term decline. We've got to start getting familiar with building with them 
sooner or later, and this is a great way to do it! In fact, I think this 
might be one of the QRP kits that I actually finish off and put in a case 
and put on the air. (The house is littered with unstarted and unfinished 
kits.) And a kit for TEN METERS? Bravo! 


For what it's worth, at work we've been using 0402 parts for a few years in 


the lab. And even those aren't THAT bad to work with after you get used to 
them--though we do have the stereo microscopes and other tools that are 
mandatory to work with them :-) But if you stuff this new kit with 1206's 
and even 0805's, people shouldn't have much trouble. The 1206's are boulders 
by comparison. 


For the uninitiated, 0402 parts are 0.04" long X 0.02" square on the ends. 
Anyone working with SMT parts learns pretty quickly to be rather careful 
about not letting them get lost or jump out of sight, since it can take a 
while to find them again, even on a clean work bench. With 0402 parts, you 
learn to be EXTREMELY careful :-)

Ok, now we got SMTs to solder, but I'm going way back now.... 
Anyone had any experience running Drake 4 Line transmitters QRP on CW? 


I've been doing it on my T-4XB, but can't seem to keep the power level 
consistent. I set the gain for 4 watts and during a QSO, it looks like the 
watt meter is kicking up well over that. I do a key down with the straight 
key also hooked up to the keyer box and now the power reads 8 or 10 watts. 
I just lied when I told the other station I was running 4 watts, I guess. 
On the other hand, sometimes it drops to 3 watts. I'm just not sure that 
this transmitter likes being operated at ssuch low power levels. Somebody 
tell me I'm wrong. 


So back to the Drake manual. It suggests that for Novice operation, hey 
yea, back when they were allowed 75 watts and xtal control only, set the 
bias adjust to just barely readable (instead of the normal .07 amps) and use 
the Gain control to set from there. I did that, but still not sure it's 
that steady. Guess I'll need to have some more QSOs. 


I put in new finals recently after the original ones failed. I've checked 
most of the other tubes but there is one I have suspicions about but don't 
have a spare to try a swapout yet. It's in the Gain control/VOX chain too 
and it could cause the problem. 


It seems like when I run the power up full, it's more consistent. Don't 
want to do that much if I can help it. I might not be able to sleep at 
night. Ok, I'll confess, I did have a full power (60 watts on 10 meters) 
SSB QSO today. Just as a TEST though, mind you.... He said it sounded good 
in California.

>If the Gas Co. is putting a voltage on the gas line, things 
>sure could get interesting when someone dig one up, like I've 
>seen happen many, many times. (Without any more trouble than 
>fixing it). 


If I read the thread correctly, what is being referred to is Cathodic 
Protection. A xsmallx voltage is applied to the pipe, and the leakage 
current to earth measured. Oil pipelines use the same system. I'll have to 
dig up my old text books to get all the details. HI! 


So, although digging up a gas pipe is xnot*x recommended, due the the big 
bang and ball of flameif you rupture the pipe and cause a spark, the voltage 
applied wont hurt. 


The Electricity industry use this protection on their gas filled cables as 
well. But that gas is inert and used for insulation (Inert means, wont ignite). 


Over here there's a more practical reason for not using gas, or water, pipes 
as any sort of effective earth. And that's because all the new stuff laid 
in the ground is plastic! (Well, its polyethylene really, but let's not get 
too technical - HI!) 


Over here, any metal pipework in the house is connected to the electricity 
earth to ensure that you cant have a voltage difference across any exposed 
metal work. That's true for gas and water. We have a system called 
Protective Multiple Earthing (PME) developed from what, I believe, was an 
American system called Multiple Earthed Neutral (MNE). That's all about 
combining neutral and earth and saving on one conductor. A three phase 
cable in a PME system has 3 wires and neutral/earth, a 'traditional' system 
has 4 wires (3 phases and neutral) with an outer sheath of metal forming the 
earth. 


Hope this helps a bit.

Hi Gang, 


I've gotten pretty good at building with these tiny SMT parts, seeing 
all the DDS VFO's I've put together. It really isn't very hard. In 
fact, not having to bend leads, flip the board over, solder and clip 
leads really speeds up assembly. 


It really helps to make a little jig to hold down the parts for 
soldering. I made one out of some scrap wood. It has a 4" square 
plywood base. A wooden post, about 2" tall holds a lever arm, which 
is spring loaded. A small finishing nail at the end of the lever arm 
clamps the part. 


Now all you do is place the part, clamp it down, add a little extra 
pressure with your fingure and solder. Using the clamp, the part 
don't move around or come back up with the soldering iron. It really 
speeds things up and reduces the fustration level considerably. 


When it comes to soldering down fine lead pitched IC's, I don't worry 
about making solder shorts between leads. It's almost impossible not 
to, or to solder each pin individually. Just clean up the excees 
solder with some wick. It's still important to use very small dia 
solder and a fine tipped iron. The hard part is lining up the pins on 
the tiny pads and keeping the chip from shifting as you solder the 
first lead. The SO IC's with 50 mil lead spacing are a piece of cake. 


I've had good luck making boards for SMT projects using the PnP Blue 
toner transfer film. A good layout program like CirCad that prints 
600 dpi to a laser printer is a must. 300 dpi doesn't quite cut it.

Solution: 
Carrier Balance adjustment. 


I found that if you get the Carrier Balance 
adjustment (at the right/rear of the unit) 

perfectly balance, you not only get down to 
5 watts and very stable, but I was able to 

get down to milliwatts! 


But you have to use the more accurate "external 
Receiver" method mentioned in the manual. You 

can hear lots of carrier on the external receiver 
tuned to the IF frequency of 9.00? MHz. With this 
method I got it nearly inaudible and the calibration 
resulted in complete control of the output power 

at QRP Drive levels.

Since the early days of Nicads I have used a homemade 
charger that I put together. All the components are in the 
Positive line- It uses a 120Qvac primary, 12vac secondary 
Radio Shack transformer that is center tapped at 6vac. A 
DPST switch selects the voltage that is fed to a single 
silicon rectifier in halfwave, with a 1000 mfd 18vdc 
electrolytic filter cap across the DC output. The output is 
fed through a large (25 watt) wirewound adjustable resistor 
(rheostat) which is also in series with a 300ma ammeter, and 
the + output lead goes through a 1amp fuse and hooks to the 
ammeter. Here's the circuit- (I hope it comes out Ok)

The order in which the parts in the + line are wired (after 
the 6/12volt switch) is not important. Make sure the diode 
is correctly polarized. 


The charger is built on a 6x8inch piece of pine board with 
a 6x8 inch piece of aluminum sheet for a front panel, 
screwed to one side of the pine board. The transformer is 
screwed to the board as is the small scrap of aluminum that 
the silicon diode is mounted on (I used a small stud mount 
diode but most anything that will handle the current will 
do). The 6/12volt toggle switch, meter and rheostat are 
mounted on the front panel. I mounted a pair of old 
Fahnstock clips on the rear of the board to serve as output 
terminals, and the filter capacitor is soldered across them. 
A red and black test lead hook to the Fahnstock clips and 
clip to the battery terminals. 

To charge almost any cell or battery, I just hook up the 
positive and negative leads, adjust the current shown on the 
meter to ten percent of the rated current of the cell or 
battery and let it charge for 12 to 16 hours. Overnight is 
usually enough. For single cells and lower voltage 
batterries, switch the trandformer switch to the 6volt 
winding. For higher voltage batteries, set it to the 12 volt 
winding, and adjust the rheostat to read ten percent of the 
cell or battery's rated current. 


I've used this home made charger for over 20 years with 
very good results and no trouble. It is NOT a "set and 
forget" unit however, you must make sure to deal with it. 
Most cells or batteries, when discharged, will draw higher 
current for awhile when charging starts, which requires you 
to reset the rheostat after an hour or two, since the 
current will drop considerably below the ten percent level, 
and must be increased if the cell or battery is to charge 
properly over the 12 to 16 hour period. It is important to 
adequately charge all cells and batteries while avoiding 
overcharging, which will severely limit their useful life. 


This charger can be scaled up or down as needed for 
charging most any cell or battery bank.It's essentially the 
same as most simple commercial non-regulated chargers (or at 
least as they used to be).
